There are three departments—Soul Culture, Mental Culture and Body 
Culture—as each needs unfoldment. The mind is the instrument of the 
soul and the body the instrument of the mind. In order to have our lives 
symetrical or fully rounded out, one part of our being should not be de- 
veloped at the expense of the other. 


SOUL CULTURE 


HE soul is the “I am" or the God within. It is the supreme 
dictator of our being, drawing its power from Good Gov- 
ernment in which we live, move and have our being.

In order to understand our own powers we must ue 
thoroughly the Source from which our supply comes, hence I ki 
dwelling on the Fountain-Head before considering ourselves in.

God creates, and as there can be no beginning or end to Om- 
nipotence there must be a continual creating. As you look about 
you can see signs of the process going on everywhere. 

In understanding that God is the only power there is—per- 
fect, unchangeable and external—we know that all He creates is 
good and must be like Him in quality. In the past we have rec. 

All is good, 
and it is the absence or lack of unfoldment that we call bad—just 
as absence of light is called darkness.

- HE eager seeker for knowledge gains his experience upon 
devíous pathways and many, many times will find error 
Nx сайн, as truth and truth ofttimes concealed in the sem- 
blance of falsehood. Those who have not the patience to separate 
the wheat from the chaff will never get beyond the threshold of 
wisdom. Knowledge ís, after all, the power of consciousness to 
receive inspirationally and to comprehend ; the capacity expand- 
ing with the demand made upon it.

takes food into the body, the sensitive powers become weakened 
and no longer reproduce clearly. 
| When the wheels are well oiled and the machinery unob- 
structed the product of that machine, with proper motive power 
and well directed mind-force, will be perfect. So the physical 
body by proper ministration to its material needs, performs its 
functions automatically, leaving the spirit free to direct the men- 
fal activities. Until the physical has become ín a sense auto- 
matic, abstinence in certain línes makes for control of body and 

mind. 

Physical mastery is the first step along the line of the mental 
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consciousness to expand and understanding is established. With- 
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transmission of this understanding to the world. He is now in 
the field of true inspiration, he receives the “divine afflatus” and 
the spiritual stream must overflow to the waiting world. These 
overflowings pass out mingling with the minds of the throng in 
written and spoken form ; thus are evolved the teachers, helpers, 
and saviours of humanity.
